To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  ilnnual  Report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  mid-year  population  was  24,900,  this  being  520  more  than  in 
1964.  Births  numbered  386  (374  in  I964)  nnd  of  these  25  were  illegitimate 
(19  in  1964).  There  were  349  deaths  from  all  causes  (3'^  2 in  I964). 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  numbered  9 (8in  I964).  Cancer  deaths 
totalled  77  (63  in  I964).  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System 
increased  from  32  in  19^4  to  57  in  I965.  There  was  one  death  from 
Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  were  the  cause  of 
death  in  5 oases  and  there  v/ere  5 deaths  from  all  other  accidents 
(8  and  5 in  I964).  There  VTore  3 suicides  (3  in  1964) . 

It  will  be  seen  later  in  the  Report  that  there  was  an  outbreak 
of  food  poisoning  on  a dairy  farm  and  that  animals  on  the  farm  were 
infected  with  the  same  organism  as  that  isolated  in  the  huma.n  cases. 

This  infection  is  one  v/hich  is  common  to  man  and  animals  and  its 
prevention  and  control  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  and  one  of 
the  related  factors  in  this  is  the  intensive  rearing  of  a.nimals 
practised  at  the  present  time. 

The  Minister  has  asked  that  the  Report  for  19^5  shall  contain 
details  about  food  premises  subject  to  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  I96O  and  I have  dealt  withtius  on  page  28.  The  inform- 
ation required  relates  to  Regulations  I6  and  I9  of  the  above-named 
Regulations.  Regulation  I6  requires  that  there  shall  be  provided  in  all 
food  premises  "suitable  and  sufficient  v/ash  hand  basins..."  Regulation 
19  requires  that  there  shall  be  provided  in  all  food  premises  "suitable 
and  sufficient  sinks  or  other  facilities  (not  being  wash  hand  basins)..." 
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It  seems  unfortunate  that  the  requirement  "suitable  and  sufficient" 
had  not  excluded  wash  hand  basins  in  association  vilth  water  closet 
accommodation. 

The  Main  di’ainage  schemes  of  Araberley  and  of  West  Chiltington, 
Nutborne  and  Thakeham  progressed  during  the  year  and  two  new  schemes, 
those  of  Wineham  and  of  Coldwalthara  and  Watersfiold  were  started. 
Connections  to  the  main  sewers  v/ere  made  to  properties  throughout  the 
year  so  enabling  137  cesspools  to  be  discontinued. 

Notwithstanding  the  extent  of  main  drainage  schemes  carried  out 
in  the  District  since  I96O  there  remain  2,803  cesspools.  This  form 
of  sewage  disposal  presents  a continuous  potential  health  hazard 
which  is  increased  by  the  inevitable  difficulties  of  staff  shortage 
due  to  sick  leave  etc.,  breakdown  of  vehicles  etc.,  that  are  at  times 
encountered  by  the  Council  in  providing  an  adequate  cesspool  emptying 
service.  There  are  a number  of  areas  requiring  consideration  for 
a min  drainage  scheme.  One  of  these  is  Heath  Common  situated  in 
the  parishes  of  Sullington,  Washington  and  Thakeham.  This  is  a 
large  area  of  built-up  land  v/ith  dwellings  on  it  drained  to  cosepools 
and  septic  tanks  and  zoned  as  a residential  area  in  the  Village  Plan. 

In  1965  the  Council  gave  instructions  for  a survey  of  the  Heath  Common 
arec-  to  be  carried  out  with  a view  to  the  preparation  of  a scheme  for 
that  area. 

14  new  dv;ellings  were  built  with  cesspool  or  septic  tank 
drainage  in  These  developments  were  outside  c,  drainage  area.  In 

certain  areas  of  Steyning  there  is  periodic  flooding  n.nd  further 
consideration  was  given  in  19^5  to  the  preparation  of  a scheme  for 
the  provision  of  surface  water  drainage  for  the  parts  affected,

Hie  other  notification  wa.s  of  a child  in  a Day  Nursery 
and  'On  investigation  it  i/as  found  that  two  adults  in  the 
Nursery  had  had  s3miptoms.  These  t\70  adults  and  five  other 
children  in  the  Nursery  ;;ere  shown  to  be  carrying  the  organism. 

In  addition  aiongst  the  contacts  of  the  associated  families  tliree 
adults  and  seven  children  of  school  age  were  also  ferr.d  to  be 
ormri^tLnj  the  organism. 
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Food  Poisoning  The  six  notifications  of  Food  Poisoning  related  to 
one  outbreak  and  throe  singlo  cases . 

The  outbreak  v/as  in  a Convalescent  Home.  The  organism  was 
Salmonella  typhimurium. 

Another  outbreak  on  a dairy  farm  came  to  light  through  a 
notification  of  dysentery,  the  patient  having  both  dysentery  and 
Salmonella  infections.  Investigation  showed  that  animals  v;ere 
infected  vilth  the  same  Salmonella,  viz  Salmonella  Seftenberg. 

One  of  the  single  cases  was  that  of  a man  who  fell  ill  v/ithin 
12  hours  of  returning  by  air  from  West  Africa.  Two  organisms, 
viz  Salmonella  typhimurium  (phage  type  29)  and  Salmonella  give 
were  isolated.  Another  single  case  v/as  a merchant  seaman  who  had 
recently  returned  from  South  Africa,  The  organism  was  Salmonella 
typhimurium.  The  organism  in  the  third  single  case  v/as  Salmonella 
enteriditis. 

Smallpox  - Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations  19^3 

In  accordance  with  the  above-mentioned  Regulations  one  noti- 
fication v/as  received  and  surveillance  was  carried  out. 

Bacteriological  Examination 


As  an  aid  to  diagnosis  and  for  the  detection  of  carriers  of 
pathogenic  organisms,  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  During  1965,  293  specimens 
were  submitted  for  examination. 


Authentication  of  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 


International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  are  required  to  be 
stamped  by  the  local  authority  and  this  stamping  is  carried  out  in 
the  Public  Health  Department, 

During  1965,  357  Certificates  were  authenticated.

The  North  Uest  Sussex  Mater  Board  is  the  statutoiy  v/ater 
undertaker  for  the  whole  of  the  Ch&nctonbury  Rural  District  since 
April  1st,  'i960,  when  the  water  undertaking  of  the  Steyning  & District 
V/ater-.Yorks  Company  Limited  were  taken  over  by  the  Board. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  is  ob- 
tained from  the  Hai’d^^  Pumping  Station  (River  Pcother)  from  the 
boreholes  at  Smock  Alley  and  Nutboume,  and  in  the  case  of 
Steyning,  Bramber  and  Upper  Beeding,  from  a borehole  in  the  chalk 
at  Upper  Beeding  (Steyning  Pumping  Station). 

I am  indebted  to  Ivir,  E.R.  Griffiths,  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.77.E, , the 
Chief  Engineer  to  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  for  the  inform- 
ation which  follows  regarding  the  public  supply  to  tlie  Chanctonbury 
Rural  District  (for  tlae  period  i st  April  1963  ” 31  st  March  1966). 

'‘Quality  of  piped  wa,ter  supplies  - satisfactory 
Quantity  of  piped  water  supplies  - adequate. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  and  chemicaJ. 
analyses  of  raw  and  treated  waters  carried  out  throughout  the 
period  1st  April  1965  - 3i  st  March  1966,  are  shoi'ni  on  the  tables 
on  pages  1 6 and  17.  Fluoride  contents  are  included  in  these  tables. 

The  wa.ters  supplied  in  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  are 
not  liable  to  plumbo- solvent  action.  Veiy  few  samples  have  been 
taken  in  this  respect,  but  those  that  have  been  analysed  for  lead 
hcuve  proved  negative. 

No  evidence  of  contamination  has  been  isolated  in  the  Chancton- 
bury District  during  the  period  covered  by  tliis  report." 

On  page  1 8 is  a table  shovYing  the  population  of  the  various 
parishes  in  the  Rural  District  together  with  a nuiuber  of  houses  in 
each  district  with  a public  water  supply.  These  numbers  are 
approximate  because  difficulties  arise  from  the  fact  that  most  farms 
and  cottages  on  farms  are  on  metered  supplies.

In  a comprehensive  Report  was  prepared  by  the  Council’s 

Consulting  Engineers  for  the  main  drainage  of  certain  parts  of 
the  Rural  District  and  follov/ing  on  from  this,  approval  was  given 
to  schemes  for  Steyning  (including  Bramber  and  Beoding) , 

Pulborough  and  Henfield.  By  these  schemes  wore  either 

completed  or  in  an  advanced  stage  of  construction.  In  addition 
approval  was  received  for  extensions  to  the  sewer  and  additions 
to  the  works  at  Storrington. 

In  1960  the  Council  proceeded  with  the  remainder  of  the 
schemes  included  in  the  19A-6  Report  by  means  of  a Comprehensive 
Scheme  to  be  carried  out  in  stages.  This  Comprehensive  Scheme 
covered  the  following  parts  of  the  District:  Small  Dole, 
V/ashington  and  Ashington,  Amberley,  Coldv?altham,  Y/atersfield, 

V/'est  Chiltington,  Nutbourne,  Thakeham,  Shermanbury,  Blackstone 
and  Wineham. 

At  the  beginning  of  19^4  the  total  programme  had  been 
completed  in  respect  of  the  following:  Pulborough,  Storrington, 
Sullington(part) , Steyning,  Bramber,  Upper  Beeding,  Henfield, 
Blackstone,  Small  Dole,  Ashington  and  Washington. 

The  17est  Chiltington,  Nutbourne  and  Thakeham  scheme  v/as  under 
construction  and  the  iiraberley  scheme  viras  started. 

In  1965  the  West  Chiltington,  Nutbourne  and  Thakeham  scheme 
continued  to  progress  and  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  approved  the  acceptance  of  tenders  for  the  carrying  out 
of  work  in  connection  with  the  Wineham  scheme  and  the  Coldv/altham 
and  Watersfield  scheme.  Work  on  the  Wineham  scheme  was  begun 
in  May  and  the  Coldwaltham  and  Watersfield  scheme  was  also 
started  in  I965. 

Cesspools 

There  are  approximately  2,800  cesspools  in  the  district  and 
the  Council  provides  a cesspool  Emptying  service.

^^^^^A^'fotice  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  39  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  1936  was  served  requiring  the  provision  of 
satisfactory  drainage.  This  Notice  was  not  complied  with  and 
the  Council  executed  the  works  required  and  instituted  proceedings 
for  the  recovery  of  the  cost  incurred. 

Cleansing  of  Verminous  Premises  During  the  year  one  house  was 
found  to  be  infested  with  fleas  and  V7as  disinfested. 

Inspection  is  made  of  accommodation  occupied  by  prospective 
tenants  of  Council  houses  in  order  to  ensure  that  furniture  and 
other  belongings  are  free  from  vermin  i>rior  to  arrival.  No 
action  was  necessary  in  I965.

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Food  Coraplaints 


Powers  to  deal  with  food  conplaints  arc  provided  in  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1 953  under  Section  2 and  Section  8, 

Section  2 provides  that; 

Any  person  selling  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser 
any  food  or  drug  v/hich  is  not  of  the  nature,  or  not 
of  the  substance,  or  not  of  the  quality,  of  the  food 
or  di’ug  demanded  by  the  purchaser  shall  be  guilty  of 
any  offence. 

Section  8 provides  that,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  any  person  who; 

a)  sells,  or  offers  or  exposes  for  sale,  or  has  in 
his  possession  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of 
preparation  for  sale,  or 

b)  deposits  with,  or  consigns  to,  any  person  for 
the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale 

any  food  intended  for,  but  unfit  for,  human  cons'umption 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence. 

In  1985  eleven  conplaints  were  received  from  persons  who  felt 
that  they  had  been  sold  food  which  vias  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
These  related  to  meat  pies,  pork  pies,  steak  and  kidney  pies  and 
a cauliflower.  An  investigation  v/as  made  of  these  complaints 
and  the  vendors  of  the  food  in  question  invited  to  subrait 
explanations.  Warning  letters  "were  sent  in  respect  of  two  of 
the  conplaints  to  the  manufacturers,  producers  and  suppliers 
concerned.  In  the  other  cases  no  action  was  taken  for  lack  of 
sul’ficient  evidence  or  other  roa.son3. 

Section  9 (lixamination  and  seizure  of  suspected  food) 

All  authorised  officer  of  a council  may  at  all  reasonable 
times  examine  any  food  intended  for  human  consumption  which  has 
been  sold,  or  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  is  in  the 
possession  of,  or  has  been  deposited  with  or  consigned  to,  any 
person  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale,  and, 
if  it  appears  to  him  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  may  seize 
it  and  remove  it  in  order  to  have  it  dealt  wdth  by  a Justice  of 
the  Peace, 


No  formal  action  w'as  necessary  under  this  Section,  but  requests 
•were  received  from  tradespeople  for  examination  of  suspected  food.

2?  Biological  Exaninatiqn 

In  1965,  30  saiuples  of  Untreated  Milk  (farm  bottled)  were 
submitted  for  biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli  and  for  the  brucella  organism,  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  The  brucella  ring  test  was  positive  in  the  case 
of  six  of  the  samples  but  the  brucella  organism  was  not  isolated, 

M,  Tuberculosis  was  not  found  by  guinea  pig  inoculation  in  any 
qf  the  samples. 

In  addition  to  reports  on  samples  taken  by  the  Department, 
tliree  reports  were  received  on  samples  taken  by  other  authorities  not 
V7ithin  the  District.  From  these  samples  brucella  obortus  type  2 
was  isolated  in  each  case.  The  three  samples  V/ere  of  milk  from 
the  same  farm.  This  railk  had  been  obtained  from  2 herds. 

Individual  samples  froia  120  cows  (approx,)  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  capillary  test.  The  capillary 
test  result  was  positive  in  respect  of  the  samples  from  2 cows 
in  one  herd  and  from  8 cov;s  in  the  other  herd.  The  infected 
animals  were  all  put  into  one  herd  £ind  the  millc  from  this  herd  was 
sent  for  heat  treatment. 


The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1 953 

It  was  necessary  for  a Notice  in  accordance  with  Regulation 
4.  1.(q.)  of  the  above-mentioned  Regulations  to  be  served  in  respect 
of  a food  handler  v/ho  was  suffering  from  a Salmonella  infection. 

This  Notice  requires  that  a person  suffering  from  such  illness  should 
discontinue  from  engaging  in  any  occupation  connected  v.dth  the 
preparation  and  handling  of  foou  or  drink  for  human  consumption. 

In  another  case  of  food  poisoning  the  person  concerned  v/as, 
engaged  in  the  food  business  in  another  district.  This  inl’ormation 
wa.s  passed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district 
concerned. 


Milk  and  Dairies  (Ueneral)  Regulations  1 939 

It  was  necessary  for  a Notice  to  be  served  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  (2)  of  the  above-mentioned  Regulations,  in  respect  of 
a person  engaged  in  an  occupation  connected  with  milk,  v/ho  was 
suffering  from  a Salmonella  infection. 
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The  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/66  requires  that  this 
Report  should  contain  details  of  food  premises  subject  to  the 
Food  Hygiene  (Ceneral)  Regulations,  I96O,  grouped  in  categories 
of  trade  carried  on  in  them  and  including  the  follov/ing  information 
for  each  category  separately: - 

(i)  the  number  of  premises;

In  relation  to  housing,  loccJ.  authorities  have  duties  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  i 93o  tind  l9ol  and  the  Housing  Acts. 

Under  the  Public  Health  A.ct  1 93^  the  main  action  taken  is  in 
respect  of  Nuisances  - tlieir  discovery  and  abatement.  These  arc 
dealt  'with  earlier  in  this  report. 

Other  aspects  of  housing  are  dealt  vHLth  under  the  Housing 
Act  1937  cuid  other  relevant  a-cts  - the  House  Purchase  and  Housing 
A.ct  1959^  the  Housing  Act  l9b1,  the  Housing  Act  19*^  others. 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  A.ct  1939  introduced  a new  system  of 
grants  kno-m  as  Standai'd  Grants  and  the  Housing  Act  l96l  ushered 
in  a new  system  of  housing  subsidies,  and  gave  extensive  new  poTvers 
to  locod.  authorities  to  enable  them  to  deal  with  bad  living  conditions 
In  houses  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one 
family.  The  Housing  Act  l9o4  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  1 6th 
July  i96A,  Part  I came  into  operation  on  the  i 6th  July  1964,  and 
Parts  III  and  IV  on  the  1 6th  August  1964.  This  Act  provides  for 
the  development  of  housing  societies  through  the  establishment  of 
a new  body  - the  Housing  Corporation,  It  c?lso  confers  new’-  compulsory 
pO'Ters  on  local  authorities  to  secure  improvement  of  houses,  amends 
the  improvement  grant  s^^-stem  and  enlarges  the  powers  of  local 
authorities  to  remedy  conditions  in  multi- occupied  houses.

HOUSINC  (FINAI^JCIAL  PROVISIONS)  ACT  1958 

Under  Section  30  of  this  Act  grants  can  be  made  by  local 
councils  to  help  owners  to  improve  houses  to  a good  standard  or  to 
convert  them  into  flats.  These  grants  are  known  as  Discretionary 
Grants,  and  in  1965  the  Council  approved  28  Discretionary  Grants. 


HOUSE  FQRCMSE  & HOUSING  ACT  1959 
as  amended  by  HOUSING  ACT  I96I  & HOUSING  ACT 


This  Act  requires  local  authorities  to  make  grants  known  as

These  grants  can  be  claimed  as  a right  subject  to  certain 
conditions.

FACTORIES  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


Under  the  Factories  Act  'i96l.  District  Councils  have  certain 
responsibilities  in  connection  V7ith  general  heoJ.th  and  V7elfare 
provisions  in  factories.  These  differ  according  to  v/hether  the 
factory  is  a poiver  factory  or  a non-pov/er  factory,  i,e.  v/hether 
mechanical  po’wer  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-pov/er  factories,  the  duties  are  concerned 
with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperatui-e , ventilation,  drainage  of  floors  and  sanitary  conveni- 
ences* 


In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  K.ii.  Inspector  of  Factories  who  is  also 
responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirement  relating 
to  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  a,lso  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outv/ork. 

The  law  relating  to  out’./orkers  is  dealt  with  in  Sections  1 33 
and  1 34,  Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act. 

The  classes  of  out\/ork  to  \/hich  the  provisions  relate  are 
specified  by  Regulations  raa.de  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  -133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in 
the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and  manner 
lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  employed  by 
them  as  outworkers. 

A copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Local  Authority 
where  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of  employment  of  the 
outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the  factory  is  situated 
the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to  forward  the  name  and 
address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate  District  Council, 

Section  i 34  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons 
in  unwholesome  prerriises.
